TWENTIETH CENTURY CENSUS RECORDS 


It is not generally known that the government 
will search later federal census records upon request 
for personal information, which includes age, place 
of birth and citizenship of an individual. 

The application may be obtained from the Bureau 
of the Census in the Department of Commerce and 
should be properly filled in and mailed back to the 
Bureau, together with money order or check 
amount based upon fees stipulated. 

Copies of these records are often accepted as 
evidence of age and place of birth for employment, 
social security benefits, insurance, etc. 

Census records prior to 1900 have been trans- 
ferred to the National Archives and Records Service. 
The Bureau of the Census still makes searches of the 
1880 census records for genealogical, 
and other purposes.

The fee for such searches will 


be estimated, based upon the population of the area 
to be searched. An estimate of such fees will be 
furnished upon request. 

The 1890 census schedules, except Civil War 
veteran schedules in some cases, were destroyed by 
fire. In addition to 1880 census, all census records 
between 1900 and 1950, inclusive, may be searched, 
For more specific details, see instructions on 
application forms.

SCHULES, POTTS, WOLFE (WOLF) 

I would like to correspond with anyone related to the 
following people or who know something about them, 

My great-grandfather, Calvin Doris Bowman, 
Sr., was born 15 May 1816 in Kentucky. He came 
to Louisiana about 1837. He met his wife, Julia Ann 
Wills, daughter of William Wills and Mary Thomas, 
at a Methodist Camp Meeting at Clinton, La. They 
married a short time later, 27 Nov. 1837. This 
marriage is recorded in Clinton, La. We know he 
had a sister by the name of Alzada Julia or Julia 
Aizada thatwentto school at Jackson College in 1840 
in Jackson, La. He also had a brother John who 
settled in the Pearl River area in Mississippi - 
around Tunica Island we think. There is a tradition 
in the family that one of the Bowman ancestors wag 
a colonel or captain in the Daniel Boone Army of 
Kentucky. 

My grandfather, Calvin Doris Bowman, Jr., 
was born 3 March 1848 in Clinton, La. He married 
Roby Ann Wills of Wilson, La., 6 June 1870. She 
was the daughter of John Wills, the brother to Julia 
Ann Wills Bowman, and Eliza Glover. We do not 
know the Glovers but we know that Eliza had a sister 
by the name of Clarrisa who married a Schules; one 
by the name of Martha who either married a Potts 
or a Wolfe (Wolf); and one sister whose name we do 
not know. A brother was killed near Ethel, La., 
during the Civil War when he fell through an open 
bridge.

In the 1790 South Carolina census William Gar 
land, John Piggott and Jesse Wall were in Chera 
District there. William Garland was in the Revo# 
lutionary War from South Carolina. He died in 182 
in Darlington County, S. C., leaving wife Lydia wht 
was probably a daughter of Jethro Butler of Edgefield 
Ss. €. 4
